THE APPROPRIATION (VOTE ON ACCOUNT) ACT, 1956 

No. 11 of 1956 

[22nd March, 1956] 

An Act to provide for the withdrawal of certain sums from and 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the service of a 
part of the financial year 1956-57. 

Be it enacted Oy Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (V-ote on Account) Short tltle * 
Act, 1956. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may Withdrawal
